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Niagara Advance 

When the town launched its 
new transit system three years 
ago, there were days when not 
one single person rode the bus, 
and a day with 10 customers 
was not unusual. 

That doesn't happen any 
more - in the three years since 
the town launched its bus sys¬ 
tem, the ridership has more 
than doubled. 

An average day now sees 
about 60 to 75 riders, says 
Crispin Bottomley, transit co¬ 
ordinator for Community 
Transport Group, the company 
that has taken over as the ser¬ 
vice provider for Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Transit. 

Some are students heading 
from town to Niagara College, 
some are people who work on 
Queen St. and are coming from 
St. Catharines or Niagara Falls 
by bus and catching the NOTL 
shutde at the college's Glendale 
campus.

There are people from 
St. Catharines who ride 
their bikes to their job at a 
store or winery in town, 
and at the end of their work 
day, put the bike on the 
bus bike rack, take the bus 
to Niagara College, and 
ride home from there, said 
Bottomley. 

There’s a professor who 
lives in the Old Town and 
takes the bus to work daily 
at Niagara College. Last 
summer, there was a Virgil 
babysitter who took the 
kids in her charge to 
Memorial Park for swim¬ 
ming lessons, he said. 

Old Town residents go to 
Virgil to shop. Young peo¬ 
ple who live in town but 
have jobs in Niagara Falls 
or St. Catharines use the 
town bus to connect with 
city buses. 

And international stu¬ 
dents studying at Niagara 
College are renting rooms 
from seniors in die Old 
Town and taking the bus to 
school, he says. 


The trip from the com¬ 
munity centre to Niagara 
College is just 30 minutes 
- for those arriving or leav¬ 
ing town on a Niagara Falls 
or St. Catharines city bus, 
the NOTL portion is prob¬ 
ably the shortest part of 
their trip, he says. 

The new outdoor mall at 
Glendale has also helped 
to increase ridership - the 
NOTL bus stops at the 
mall, as does the regional 
bus, providing another 
connection with other 
municipalities. 

The route is limited to 
the number of stops that 
can be accomplished with¬ 
in the one-hour loop, says 
Bottomley. 

Many councillors, as 
well as Lord Mayor Pat 
Darte, promised to look at 
extending the service dur¬ 
ing last fall's election cam¬ 
paign - it was one of the 
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those living in Queenston 
and St. Davids. 

As a result, town staff is 
looking at the feasibility of 
expanding service

In its first year of service, 
town buses had 7,552 rid¬ 
ers. The number increased 
to 9,166 the second year, 
and to 16,819 in year three, 
says Mclnnis - a 123% 
increase. 

Fares continue to be $3 
per person, children under 
five years old riding for 

The increase in ridership 
overall can be attributed 
partly to an increased 
awareness of people who 
are learning about the 
town buses and where they 
go, and partly to opportu¬ 
nities that exist because of 
the bus service, such as 
college students renting 
rooms in the Old Town, 
said Bottomley. 

The total operating cost 
of the service for 2013 was 


$399,849, offset by fares, 
parking meter revenue and 
provincial gas tax funding. 
The net cost to the munici¬ 
pality in 2013 was “roughly 
$15,000,” Mclnnis said. 

NOTL’s hourly contract 
rate of $54.60 plus a fuel 
surcharge of $55.28, is low 
compared to other similar 
municipal transit provid¬ 
ers, she says, and is based 
on a contract for 7,233 
vehicle hours, with two 
renewal periods, expiring 
December 2017 and 
December 2020. 

A report will go to coun¬ 
cil approving the contract 
April , she said - it was 
before council March 23 
but was deferred until April 
13 so staff could look at the 
ability to make route 
changes.

NOTL lucky to have buses, but 
residents ready for better service 


The fact that a municipality the size of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake has a transit system 
at all, never mind one that runs efficient¬ 
ly and at a reasonable cost, is really quite 
remarkable. 

The small shutdes that are in use and 
the routes that were chosen to initiate the 
system were perfect for a fledgling transit 
system. Staff from the Town and from the 
service provider have shown how a part¬ 
nership can work well to the benefit of 
the municipality and its residents. 

However it was obvious from com¬ 
ments during the last municipal election 
campaign that there are many residents 
who are not able to avail themselves of 
the transit service, but would like to. 

There are no buses travelling to 
Queenston and St. Davids, and there are 


residents in those villages who would like 
to be able to access the transit system 
they help subsidize through their taxes. 

Similarly, those who live in Virgil and 
the Old Town need to be within walking 
distance of Niagara Stone Rd. to reach a 
bus stop. There is no doubt ridership 
could be much higher if buses were 
accessible to a greater area. 

Of course that comes at a cost, but 
we’re confident the Town will arrive at a 
solution to provide an expanded service 
to at least some of the neighbourhoods in 

It’s been shown a small municipality, 
with the right partner, can run an effi¬ 
cient transit service. Now it's time to look 
at expanding it and making it even bet-

The members of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Horticultural Society 
would like to respond to 
an article published in 
major newspapers in 
late January, Getting the 
Facts Straight on Honey 
Bees. 

The article was appar¬ 
ently prepared by the 
Farmers of Ontario and 
was supported by 
CropLife Canada, a 
lobby group represent¬ 
ing several large chemi¬ 
cal and seed manufac- 

They are lobbying the 
government not to ban 
neonicotinoids, which 
are insecticides. As bees, 
birds and humans are all 
ingesting neonicoti¬ 
noids, we urge the 
Ontario government to 
act prudently. 

One claim in the arti¬ 
cle suggests that honey¬ 
bee colonies are increas¬ 
ing: in fact, last winter 
beekeepers in Ontario 
lost 58% of their hives. 

In order to keep up 
with the demand for 
honey, these beekeepers 
must purchase bee pack¬ 
ages from other provinc¬ 
es or countries to 
replace their losses. 

Another claim is that 
honey production has 
increased and the honey 
industry is bigger than 

But to meet demand, 
the honey producers 
often supplement their 
supply with honey from 
other places. 

According to the 
Ontario Bee Association 
“honey production is 
down 40% since 2003”. 
There is a trade deficit of 


$15 million due to lack 
of safe bee pastures and 
the “inability of pesti¬ 
cide-weakened colonies 

demand” 

The article also states 
that England and 
Australia have conclud¬ 
ed there is no risk to bee 
populations from neoni¬ 
cotinoids. Interesting 
that the EU has placed a 
ban on the use of neoni¬ 
cotinoids and found that 
in test studies the yield 
of corn and sunflower 
crops was better and in 
some places 25% better 
in the years after the 

Neonicotinoids are 
produced in Germany, 
but they are banned in 
Germany and France. 
The biggest customers 
are in North America. 

While it is misleading 
to think that this insecti¬ 
cide always kills bees 
outright, it is evident 
that its use compromises 
the bees’ immune sys¬ 
tems and their naviga¬ 
tional skills. 

Obviously, neonicoti¬ 
noids are not the sole 
problem of bee stress. 
Big farming practices, 
such as, elimination of 
crop rotation, elimina¬ 
tion of plant diversity 
and the use of many dif¬ 
ferent insecticides and 
sprays all contribute to 
the damage to our bee, 
butterfly and bird popu¬ 
lations. 

Neonicotinoids are 
also being sprayed on 
ornamental plants, so 
the flowers and vegeta¬ 
bles in your own garden 
are not safe for con¬ 
sumption. 

Ask at your garden 
center whether your 
plants have been 
sprayed before you buy. 
If no one can tell you, 
don’t buy there. 
Neonicotinoids create 
neurological damage 
and they don't easily 
wash away. 

Our environment is 


already suffering from 
the amount of pesticides 
already in use. While 
recognizing insecticides 
are part a necessary part 
of current farming prac- 

improve how they are 

We should not be 
relying solely on tests 
done in a laboratory by 
the large self-interested 
manufacturing compa¬ 
nies. Testing in the fields 
to detect the subtle 
effects and impact on 
wild and domesticated 
populations of bees and 
other wildlife is essen¬ 
tial. We urge the prov¬ 
ince of Ontario to ban 
the use of neonicoti¬ 
noids until the results of 
further tests are known. 

Dave Goulson, a pro¬ 
fessor of Biology at the 
University of Sussex, is 
one of the world’s lead¬ 
ing experts on the 
impact of neonicotinoids 

Two of his arresting 
questions to the public 
are: What other chemi¬ 
cals has the industry 
been telling the farmers 
they need, when they 
actually don't? How 
much of insecticide use 
is based on evidence 
and how much on mar¬ 
keting hype/sales pres¬ 
sure? Save the pollina¬ 
tors, birds and help save 
us from ourselves.

Response to 
health care 
analysis 
disquieting, 
unwarranted, 
says reader 

Your article on Dr. 
John Lister's report on 
the Niagara Health 
System (Niagara Advance, 
April 2, 2015) is disquiet¬ 
ing, not just because of 
his analysis but equally 
due to the responses of 
Drs. Smith and Stewart 
and Mayor Jim Diodati 
(of Niagara Falls) which 
were particularly unfor- 

Dr. Lister has impres¬ 
sive credentials and rais¬ 
es quite legitimate con¬ 
cerns which he would 
appear eminently well- 
qualified to do. 

To describe him as “a 
hired gun from another 
country” who is for “hire 
... to give ... an opposing 
point of view..." is unwar¬ 
ranted, insulting and in 
no way constructive. 

Dr. Lister has previ¬ 
ously collaborated with 
academics in Canada and 
has addressed meetings 
and conferences on 
health policy in Canada 
(and elsewhere interna¬ 
tionally). 

Whether you agree 
with his analysis or not, I 
doubt that he would pros¬ 
titute his reputation for 
an honorarium of $1,500! 

Drs. Smith and 
Stewart's responses are 
more measured - but dis¬ 
appointing and not con¬ 
fidence-inspiring. 

Dr. Smith's commit¬ 
ment to consultation and 
transparency in his 2012 
report was encouraging. 

However, faced with 
very specific concerns 
about its comprehensive¬ 
ness and implementa¬ 


tion, we are reassured 
that "... markers of our 
quality and financial sus¬ 
tainability continue to 
improve" and “we are 
headed in the right direc- 

These comments may 
well be true but in no way 
address Dr. Lister's con¬ 
tentions - and do not 
constitute “transparen¬ 
cy." 

Transparency means 
directly responding to Dr. 
Lister’s concerns and 
making public the prog¬ 
ress of specific “markers 
of our quality and finan¬ 
cial sustainability” - suf¬ 
ficient to provide con¬ 
vincing evidence that 
health care outcomes are 
improving. 

I am not unsympathet¬ 
ic to the task faced by 
Drs. Smith and Stewart. 
They have to work within 
the constraints of a health 
care system which is, 
after the U.S., probably 
the most cost-inefficient 
in the world. 

Compared to 12 coun¬ 
tries (Australia and 11 in 
Western Europe) with 
similar GDP per capita, 
universal health care sys¬ 
tems and similar per cap¬ 
ita spending on health 
care, Canada is the fifth- 
highest spender but, 
compared to their aver¬ 
age, employs 25% fewer 
doctors and 10% fewer 
nurses per capita, pro¬ 
vides 50% fewer hospital 
beds per capita and has 
occupancy rates of acute 
care beds 20% higher - 
and the worst ratios of 

(Not, then, surprising¬ 
ly) Canada's performance 
rankings in four interna¬ 
tional studies are also at 
or near the bottom of this 
group. 

In this context, where 
cost control seems 
focused on “frontline” 
services to patients (rath¬ 
er than addressing more 
significant contributors 
to cost inefficiency), it 
must be difficult to make 


progress. However, sim¬ 
ply ignoring Dr. Lister's 
points, issuing non-spe¬ 
cific blandishments or 
taking cheap shots is not 
reassuring. 

Thomas H. Stanton 
(Fellow of the Centre for 
Advanced Government 
Studies at the Johns 
Hopkins University who 
served on the staff of the 
U.S. Financial Crisis 
Inquiry Commission in 
2010/11) has written a 
seminal work on the 
power of what he calls 
"constructive dialogue”. 

He found that the U.S. 
financial institutions that 
survived the 2008/9 
financial crisis engaged 
in “Robust decision-mak¬ 
ing with plenty of feed¬ 
back before reaching clo¬ 
sure on major issues...” 

Those that did not 

As Prof. Stanton 
observes, "... decision¬ 
makers maybe hampered 
by misleading prejudge¬ 
ments, inappropriate 
self-interest, or inappro- 
riate attachments, all of 
which can lead to flawed 
decisions.” 

The successful firms 
"... encourage group 
debate and challenge to 
ensure that opposing 
points of view have been 
heard and understood.” 

Dr. Lister's contribu¬ 
tion should be welcomed 
and seriously considered 
for its value in this 
respect. 

Prof. Stanton expands 
on his findings in the 
financial to other sectors, 
including health care, to 
“... provide lessons about 
organization, gover¬ 
nance, and management 
of ... organizations more 
generally, and the need 
to strengthen the institu¬ 
tions upon which all of us 
depend for our safety and 
economic well-being.” 

Ignore Prof. Stanton's 
and Dr. Lister's warnings

Now a high school 
teacher in Oakville, Brock

They are organizing a 
one-km family fun run, a 
five-km chip-timed mar¬ 
shalled walk and a five- 
km chip-timed run 
Saturday, April 25, begin¬ 
ning in Simcoe Park and 
running along the Niagara 
River Parkway to 
McFarland House and 
back. 


There are “amazing 
prizes” from Nike for race 
winners, and silent auc¬ 
tion and raffle items from 
fantastic local businesses, 
and loot bags for every¬ 
one that registers,” says 
Brock. 

Included in the silent 
auction items are 
Whirlpool Jet Boat tickets 
and Shaw Festival tickets. 

The raffle and silent 
auction will help raise 
money for Alzheimer 
research.
